With 400,000 Population 
Edmonton, Alta.—The census figures 
for Alberta are not yet officially an- 
nounced, but it is known that the re- 
sult of this province will be on the 
verge of the 400,000 population that is 
necesgary to an increased Dominion 
indemnity of $200,000 a year for: the 

next five years. 

The census returns are made in the 
form of population for Dominion elec- 
toral ridings, of which there are seven 
in Alberta, The results known up: to 
date are as follows: Macleod riding, 
50,000; Lethbridge, 70,000, or to be ac- 
curate 70,200; Red Deer, 60,000 or to be 


Accurate 60,100; Strathcona, 50,00; Ed- 


monton, 60,000; Victoria, 46,000. Thus 
for six of the seven ridings in Alberta 
the total is within a few hundreds of 
336,000 population. .

Threshing is pry on the Regina 
branch. Wheat is yielding 18 to 25 
bushles to the acre, gradingN3 to 6 
Northern. 

On the Rossburn line threshing has 
not yet commenced although cutting 
is completed. Threshing will start in 
shortly. The outlook for a large mar- 
ket is good this fall and the wheat 
promises to grade about 2 to 3 Nor- 
thern. 

At Bowman on the Erwood subdivis- 
ion wheat will average 30 bushels, 
oats 35 bushels and barley 40 bushels 
to the acre. 

At Aylesbury on the Saskatoon sub- 
division the wheat is coming in. fast 
and an average of 40,000 bushels is 
being marketed daily. At Chamber- 
lain, on the same section oats will run 
as high as 140 bushels to the acre and 
will ayerage 60 to 70 bushels.

A P., who was formerly sta- 
tioned in Dawson, and himself made 
the same trip several times. ee 

“All along the route there heve been 
stations placed,” said Major Howard, 
“with food for men and food for dogs. 
There. is absolutely no danger of pro- 
visions running short with these in 
between.”’ ‘ 

Major Howard claimed that. the 
tragedy was caused by the unneces- 
sary risk which Inspector Fitzgerald 
took when he went on the trip. 

“He had done it so often that he 
probably thought he could do it on 
his head, but , really every time a 
man makes the trip he takes his life 
in his hands,”’ he declared. 

“One serious oversight the inspector 
made was in taking no shotgun along 
with him. If he had had a shotgun 
he could have got ptarmigan, 
which are always plentiful, and per- 
haps the party would have been en- 
abled to reach safety.”

Part of the fleet is anchored in the 
harbor and the other warships lie in a 
short distance from the dismantled 
fortifications. ; 

A few bodies of Turks have been 
found among the ruins of the forts 
and apparently no great number of 
‘urks were killed by the bombard- 
ment. 

According to a Constantinople _re- 
port, not yet confirmed, the Italian 
warship" recently bombarded Beng- 
hazi and Derna. 

Various rumors concerning a naval 
engagement in ‘Turkish waters, an at- 
tack against Mytilene and the blowing 
up of the Italian battleship Conte di 
Cavour at Tripoli, have not been con- 
firmed from any quarters. 

An interesting report is current from 
Constantinople that while Germany 
favors the adoption of the Italian ulti- 
matum as the basis of peace negotia- 
tions, Great Britain proposes that Tri- 
poli shall become a privileged tribu- 
tagy to Turkish Vilayet, under joint 
Tureo-Italian administration, thus re- 
taining the suzerainty of the Sultan. 

Rome, via Frontier.—General San- 
gari, the minister of war, speaking 
of the landing of blue ackets at heel 
oli, said: 

‘This is-the’ first step. We will now 
be followed by the army, which is 
anxious to demonstrate that its organ- 
ization and efficiency are equal to 
those of the navy, and will stand com- 
parisons with first class powers.

MANY NEW BRANCH LINES 


Canadian Pacific Railway Pushing 
| Sleel in’ the West 


Sett'ers” coring into Canada next 
year will have at théir service many 
miles of new railway lines for trans- 
portation into new sections of the 
prairie provinces. In Sagaktchewan 
alone the Canadian Pacific Railway 
has at present under construction 
nearly six hundred miles of new 
branch lines. Hundreds of gangs of 
laborers and track-layers are at work 
in various parts of the country, and 
surveyors are at work mapping out 
other lines in all parts of the pro- 
vince, As fast as “these lines are com- 
pleted and inspected regular services 
are being inaugurated, so that when 
the yearly rush of new settlers to the 
West starts, next spring, there will 
be eg, of new territory opened up. 

The largest of the new lines in Sas- 
katchewan being built by the C. P. R. 
is that, between Regina and Colonsay. 


This line runs almost directly north | 


from "Regina until Cravén is reached, 
when it branches off in a westerly 
direction to Winnipeg-Edmonton 
liné, It is 133 miles from Colofisay 
to Regina, and on this, a service will 
shortly be inaugurated between Col- 
onsay, and Imperial, a distance of 
49.7 miles. South of Imperial track- 
laying has advanced another twenty- 
five miles. This line passes through 
a splendid farming country which 
will be thickly settled before long. 

Another of the new C. P. R. branch 
lines in Saskatchewan of over a hun- 
dred miles in length is that between 
Outlook and Kerrobert. This™is real- 


ly the middle division of the Moose | 


Jaw-Macklin branch. Services have 
been operated for some time between 
Macklin and Kerrobert and Outlook 
and Moose Jaw, but there are still a 
number of miles of the middle divi- 
sion to be built. When it is finished 
the entire branch will be 267 miles 


} long and will eventually form a june- | 


tion with the Lacombe-Castor branch 
at Kerrobert. This new line will be a 
great boon to all classes in Saskatche- 
wan for not only will the farmers 
along the right-of-way benefit, but it 
will give the towns and cities, in its 
territory, direct new connection with 
the main line of.the Canadian Pacific 
to Moose Jaw, Regina, Brandon, Win: 
nipeg, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Chicago. 

A third big branch under construc- 
tion is from Weyburn to Lethbridge. 
Up to March of this year track on th‘3 
line had been laid as far as Omega, 
fifty-two miles from Weyburn. There 
is now a through service between 
Weyburn and Omega. On the rest of 
the line from Omega westward grad- 


ing was commenced in May of this} 


year and up fe last month fifty per 
cent. of it had been completed up to 
mile sixty. This line when completed 
will permit of a new route from Port- 
land, Oregon, to St, Paul, Minneapo- 
lis, Chicago, and it will also open up 
a very fertile country. 

From Swift Current there are being 
built two branches, northwest and 
southeast, Both of these branches 
were only started three inonths ago 
but on each fifty per cent. of the grad- 
ing is now completed. The first nam- 
ed branch will give good transporta- 
tion facilities to the farmers near the 
South Saskatchewan River. 

There ars also two branches being 
built from Wilkie. One of these 
branches reaches ‘out in ‘a northwest- 
erly direction and * the other in a 
southwesterly direction. On the form- 
er, which is 36 miles long there is 75 
per cent. of the grading completed, 
while on the latter out of 52 miles 
there is 15 per cent. of the grading 
finished. The Southern branch from 
Wilkie will be further supplemented 
by a branch running from Kerrobert, 
in a northeasterly direction. With 
these two branches completed, trans- 
portation facilities for the farmers in 
the country through which they pass 
will be unsurpassed, and they will 
probably prove a big factor in the 
inducing of new settlers to locate in 
that locality. This branch from Ker- 
robert, northeasterly, will be twenty- 
five miles long. Up to date eight 
miles of grading have been completed. 

On the Estevan, northwest braneh, 
there are fifty-five miles of new track 
under construction. This branch corn 
nects with the Weyburn-Lethbridge 
branch at Forward. On’ Réegina-Bul- 
yea branch, 42 miles, track-laying has 
been completed and a service will 
shortly be instituted, On the double- 
tracking from Pasqua to Moose Jaw 
eighty-five per cent, of the grading is 
completed but no steel has as yet 
been laid. 
been made on the double-track. be- 
tween Moose Jaw and Aron. 

The other C. P. R. branch in Sask- 
atchewan on which construction work 
is being done, is _ between Moose 
Jaw southwesterly, to mile 35, Grad- 
ing is going ahead on this branch at 
a rapid rate.

! poe ; Ps. exxxv, 6; Eph. 6:, 11). 
| Compare the previous chapter, 
| verses Zl, 22, and the words of the 
| Lord Jesus in Luke xxiv, 44, “AL 
things must be’ fulfilled whien were 
written in the law of Moses and in 
; the prophets. and in the psalms con- 
| cerning Me.” All the predictions con- 
) cerning the eaptivity of Israel and 
| Judah were fuitilled, and now under 
| Bzra and Nehemian the predictions 
concerning the return trom captivity 
}are to be fulfilled, God controlling the 
| hearts of kings to bring it about. Just 
as surely shail all preaictions concern- 
ing a still future restoration be ful- 
filled, and they shall then be plucked 
up no more nor see evil any more. 
Neither shall they weep any more. 
(Amos ix, 15; Zept. iii, 15; Isa. xxx, 
/ 10), The Lord shall be their everlasy 
| ing light, and the days of their mourn- 
ing snall be ended (Isa. ix, 20). 

He is quite able to accomplish ali

How in- 
spiring are the words, “I am God, and 
there is none else; I am God, and 
there is none like Me, declaring the 
end from the beginning, and from an- 
cient times the things that are not yet

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done, saying, My counsel shall stand, 
and I will do all My pleasure.” 
“Known unto God are all His works 


from the beginning of the world” (Isa. 
xlvi, 9-11; Acts xv, 18) 

It was the Lord who stirred up the 
spirit of Cyrus, the king, to send Ezra 
and the people back to Jerusalem to 
build the house of the Lord God of 
Israel, and it was He who stirred up 
the hearts of all who went back 
4 (verses 1, 5). Cyrus acknowledged 
that it was the Lord God of heaven 
who had made him ruler over the 
| kingdoms of this world and had 
charged him to build the house at

| It is all important to notice this, for 
the church seems to have forgotten it 
and is giving: itself up to schemes of 
‘every kind to draw money from peo- 
i ple who are not interested and who 
nave NO part in the Lord’s work, not 
being children of God.

Entry by proxy may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by father 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister 0) 
intending homesteader. 

Duties.—S'x months residence upon ana 
cultivation of land in each of three years 
A homesteader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader it. 
good standing may_ pre-empt a quarte) 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Must reside upon the homestead 
or pre-emption six months in each of six 
years from date of homestead entry (in 
cluding the time requred to earn home 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty 
acres extra,

The number of licences, hotel 
and wholesale, in the two districts 
is 81 at present. 

If three-fifths of the total vote 
polled is registered in favor of local 
option, every liquor store and bar 
in the district so voting will be 
clesed, the closing to take effect 
next summer at the time, probably 
in May, when the licence boards 
sit to consider renewal-of licences. 

The fate of each district will be 
decided separately, according to 
the vote polled.

Synopsis of Coal Mining 


Regulations 
QoL mining rights of the Dominion in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan and Alberta, the Yu- 


ton Territory, the NorthWest Territories and 
British Columbia may be leased for a term of 
wenty-one years at anannuai rental of $1 an 
acre. Not more than 2560 acres will be leased to 
one applicant. 


Application ior a lease must be made to the Agent : 


or Sub-agent of the district in which the rights 
applied for are situated, 

In surveyed territory the land must beslescrib- 
ed by sections, or legal sub-divisons of sections 
and fi unsurveyed territory the track applied for 
shall be staked out, 

Each sopliontion must be accompanied by a fee 
of $ which will be refunded if the rights applied 
for are not available but not otherwile A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable out put of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton, 

The person operating the mines shall furnish 
the Agent with sworn returns, monthly, account- 
ing forthe full quantity cf 4 erchantable coal 
mine and pay the royalty hereon. li he va- 
wining rights are not Using operated, sach rel 
turns should be furnished at least once a year, 


The lease will include the coal mining rights 
only but. the lessee may be permitted to purchase 
whatever available surface rights may be cou. 
siered necessary forthe working of the mine 


ut the rate of $10.00 an acre. 
The Minister may reserve for an applicant the 


coal mining rights under 2,560 acres of contigu- 
ous lands for two years. Application for such 
right must be made to the Agent. Fee $100.00, An 
expenditure at the rate of $Lan acre per annum, 


in prospecting by recognized methods, must be 


incurred.
